THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN FROM 9:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the [L.S.] County of Mer- 
rimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon, N.H. 
on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Articles 1, 14 and 15 will be by ballot vote on Tuesday, March 12, 
1990, between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. at the polls at 
the Loudon Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


Articles 2 through 13 and Articles 16 through 17 will be taken up 
at the second session of the Annual Town Meeting on Saturday, March 
16, 1991 at the Loudon Elementary School, at 9:00 A.M. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $239,400.00 (Gross Budget) for the construction and original 
equipping of a new Fire/Rescue Building. And said sum to be in addition 
to any federal, state, or private funds made available therefore, and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $239,400.00 of bonds or notes 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
Chapter 33) and to authorize the Town officials to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon. (By Ballot 
— *% written ballot vote required) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and the Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town, in anticipation 
of taxes, a sum or sums of money and to issue notes therefore to an ag- 
gregate principal amount not exceeding the total tax levy during the 
preceding financial year, said notes to be paid in 1991 from taxes col- 
lected during the current year. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting 
money from State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year. [Pursuant to RSA 31:95-b 
(Supp.)] This article shall: (1) be used only for legal purposes for which 
a town may appropriate money; (2) require the Selectmen to hold a prior 
public hearing on the action to be taken; (3) not require the expenditure 
of other town funds; (4) to exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 related 
to limitation and expenditure of town monies. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize expenditure 
of a portion of the Solid Waste Transfer Bond surplus to cover costs of 
the Recycling Building project/equipment. (By Ballot — *4 written ballot 
vote required) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize expenditure 
of the remaining Solid Waste Transfer bond surplus for costs associated 
with providing adequate facilities for the Police Department. (By Ballot 
— *4 written ballot vote required) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $162,500 for the purchase of a new piece of fire apparatus, 
with funds to be withdrawn from the Fire Department Capital Reserve 
Fund, and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said pur- 
pose into effect. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $15,000.00 for the purpose of purchasing equipment 
needed to fully equip the new fire apparatus purchased under Article 7 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell the surplus fire truck and 
use the proceeds from that sale therefore. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed fifty-two thousand dollars ($52,000) for the purpose 
of purchasing a new diesel truck and plow for the Highway Department 
with funds to be withdrawn from the Highway Department Capital Reserve 
Fund and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said pur- 
pose into effect. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to accept on behalf of the Town gifts, legacies and devises made 
to the town in trust for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to convey any real estate acquired by the town by tax collector’s deed. 
Such conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or the pro- 
perty may be sold by advertised sealed bids, or may be otherwise dis- 
posed of as justice may require, pursuant to RSA 80:80 (or 80:42 if the 
town has not adopted the tax lien procedure). 


ARTICLE 12. The Town of Loudon, strongly encourages our state 
to maintain its commitment to programs and services that serve the basic 
human needs of the poor, sick, disabled, children, elderly, and unemployed. 
Further, that the maintenance of this commitment should not involve a 
shift of financial responsibility to the local community. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 13. The Town of Loudon wishes to have our own state 
representative district, rather than continuing in a group district with Canter- 
bury and Pittsfield. We believe the Town would be well served by having 
our Own representative to send to Concord. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Or- 
dinance of the Town of Loudon by adopting the following amendments: 


Zoning Amendment No. 1 


1) It is proposed to add a new Section 501.6 to the Loudon Zoning Or- 
dinance, as follows: 


501.6 Off-Premises Signs. 
In all zoning districts, only the following off-premises signs shall be permitted. 


A. Business directional signs located within a state highway right-of-way pur- 
suant to RSA 236:84 and N.H. Admin. Rules Tra 602 (June 1990), as 
amended. 


B. Other business directional signs, provided that: (1) such signs shall not be 
located on the same road on which the business is located; (2) no more than 
two (2) such signs shall be permitted per business; and (3) such signs shall com- 
ply with the following limitations:

. Civic signs intended to promote the Town of Loudon, provided that such signs 


shall not exceed 32 square feet in area. 


. Temporary directional signs for real estate sales, provided that such signs 


shall not exceed four (4) square feet in area; that such signs shall remain in 
place no longer than thirty (30) days; and that no more than two (2) such 
signs shall be permitted per property being sold. 


. Political signs that are in full compliance with RSA 664:14 to RSA 664:17-a, 


as amended. 


It is also proposed to add the following new definitions to the Appen- 
dix of the Zoning Ordinance: 


Off-Premises Sign: Any sign identifying, advertising or giving directions 
to a business, person, activity, property or service not located on the premises 
where the sign is located. 


Business Directional Sign: A sign that provides directional information only 
to any privately owned business. Such sign shall contain only the name of 
the business, a directional arrow, distance and symbols (if applicable) ar- 
ranged in accordance with Figures 1, 3 and 5 of the N.H. Department of 
Transportation Specifications for Business Directional Signs, Section 680 
(January 1990), as amended. Such signs shall have a blue background over 
the entire sign face, and all copy shall be white. (By Ballot) 


Zoning Amendment No. 2 


Amend Section 501.1 Free-Standing Signs by placing an asterisk (*) 


after the number “‘50”’ in the “‘Maximum Area’’ entry for shopping centers 
and by placing the following footnote after the table of signage limitations: 
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‘“*A shopping center with four (4) or more businesses located on one lot 
may be permitted an additional four (4) square feet per business, for the pur- 
pose of identifying specific businesses located in the shopping centers, pro- 
vided that the total area of such a sign shall not exceed sixty-four (64) square 
feet.’’ (By Ballot) 


Zoning Amendment No. 3 
Add the following paragraph to Section 207.3 Height: 


‘In the Commercial/Industrial (C/I) District only, the height of chimneys; 
stacks; industrial silos; towers; mechanical equipment; elevator shafts; and 
similar types of uninhabited appurtenant structures may be increased to a 
maximum height not greater than 55 feet by special exception granted by 
the Board of Adjustment pursuant to Section 701:3.’’ (By Ballot) 


ARTICLE 15. I/We, Fillmore Industries, Inc., along with the under- 
signed, in due form as to NH RSA (675.4) do hereby submit this petition 
with the minimum twenty-five signatures of registered Loudon town voters, 
to request the selectmen of the Town of Loudon, New Hampshire, to add 
to the agenda of issues to be brought forward and voted upon at the up- 
coming Town Meeting, a resolution: To change Article 207.3, height of 
the Zoning ordinance as adopted in 1987 as follows, 1) after the words 
“*except farm’’ add the word ‘‘industrial.’’ 2) after the word ‘‘street’’ add 
the sentence ‘‘In the Commercial/Industrial Zone, uninhabited structures 
may be built up to 85 feet in height.’’ 


Article 207.3 will then read: 


No structure, except farm, industrial silos, and utility transmission poles, 
shall exceed 35 feet in height as measured from the natural ground sur- 
face adjacent to the structure on the side facing the street. In the Com- 
mercial/Industrial zone, uninhabited structures may be built up to 85 feet 
in height.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1990 


The Selectmen welcomed Roger Maxfield back to the Board in March 
and thank Michael LaBonte for serving a one-year term. 

The Solid Waste Trasfer Station was bid out and awarded to Bonnett 
Page and Stone Contractors located in Laconia. The total for the plant 
was about $390,000. The Selectmen then bid the Recycling Building. 
Several bids were received from $60,000 to $102,000. The James Piscopo 
Company of Winnisquam was awarded the bid and did a good job in com- 
pleting the building before cold weather set in. We have also purchased 
a Bobcat machine to be used in recycling and ordered a baler for recycl- 
ing purposes of paper, cardboard, aluminum cans, and perhaps plastics 
if there is a market for the materials. Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) in 
costs of the Recycling Project are offset by a grant through the Gover- 
nor’s Energy Office. 

Recycling is a voluntary effort at the present time. The Selectmen hope 
for everyone’s cooperation because we save $37.45 for every ton we do 
not send to the Penacook incinerator. In November we were successful 
in getting our Guaranteed Annual Tonnage (GAT) reduced by 5% from 
1900 tons per year to 1805 tons per year which will save the town over 
$3,500. We, however, still have to deliver at least 1805 tons in 1991. 

We have a Solid Waste Committee and a subcommittee for recycling 
which have spent many hours assisting the Selectmen in getting these 
projects to go. We believe, and have been told, that we have one of the 
finest Solid Waste Management Facilities in the state. 

During 1990 we saw the NH International Speedway built into a 
magnificent facility which has added greatly to our tax base while requir- 
ing few town services. The Speedway has provided many benefits to 
Loudon and employment for many residents. 

The Selectmen had a contract with Amrac of Waltham, MA to install 
Cable Television to 80-85% of Loudon residents. Because of the poor 
economy, that Company was unable to secure financing to “‘make ready’’ 
the lines on poles belonging to Public Service and the various telephone 
companies. We are going to rebid the installation and try to recoup any 
losses sustained from a bond posted for the Town’s protection. We will 
proceed as fast as possible to select a new provider. 

The population of Loudon has risen to 4,114 people according to the 
latest Federal census. Loudon was the fastest growing town in Merrimack 
County showing a 67% increase in the last ten years. One of the ways 
the Selectmen have faced this growth and the resulting demand for ser- 
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vices is by computerizing completely the accounting functions of the Select- 
men’s office and the Tax Collector. In early 1991 we will have the Town 
Clerk’s office computerized and all offices tied together with the Treasurer. 
By doing this, we have greatly reduced time (which equals money) for 
the Public auditors to review and certify our accounting functions and 
reports. The substantial decrease in costs despite the increased number 
of accounts handled is reflected in a decreased appropriation for audit 
services. 

Because of the severe downturn in the economy we have experienced 
a greatly increased demand on the Welfare budget. We have implemented 
a detailed procedure for accepting Welfare requests and have assigned one 
Selectman to handle all requests. The other two Selectmen serve as an 
Appeals Board for any resident not satisfied with the initial determination. 

In closing the accounts for the 1990 year we are pleased to announce 
that we have an unreserved, undesignated fund balance as of December 
31, 1990 of $234,141, a major portion of which will be used to reduce 
taxes in the coming year. 

The 1991 budget which we will present at Town Meeting on Saturday 
March 16 will have an increase of 6.26% over the 1990 budget and car- 
ries a cost of living increase for town employee wages or salaries. The 
Special Events line items represent a significant increase in the budget 
which is completely offset by revenue. If the Special Events budget had 
stayed the same as last year, the actual budget would have decreased by 
$5,637.06 or .43%. We feel this is a major accomplishment with the rapid 
growth in population. 

Anyone who has visited the Town Offices in recent months has seen 
the changes to the office lay-out including the new Tax Collector’s of- 
fice, waiting room and handicap ramp. Many of the interior renovations 
are a result of countless volunteer hours by staff and friends. Volunteers 
must take much credit for projects large and small throughout the Town. 
To those of you who have given so generously of your time, talents and 
assets, our most sincere thanks. 

We have to thank all town employees and citizens for their excellent 
cooperation with the Selectmen’s office in making 1990 a smooth opera- 
tion for the year.

AUDITORS REPORT 


Plodzik & Sanderson, Professional Association 
Accountants & Auditors 


We have audited the financial statements of the Town of Loudon for 
the year ended December 31, 1990, and have issued our report thereon 
dated January 31, 1991. In planning and performing our audit, we con- 
sidered the Town’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope 
of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on 
the financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended 
to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be 
relied on for that purpose. 

Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve matters coming to our 
attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of 
the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect 
the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data 
consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 

A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does 
not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities 
in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements 
being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 

During the course of our review, the following conditions were noted 
that we do not consider to be material weaknesses: 


GENERAL ACCOUNTING SYSTEMS AND PROCEDURES 

As a follow-up to prior year’s recommendations, we are pleased by 
the overall development of the Town’s accounting system and procedures. 
Management and accounting personnel, including the new Tax Collec- 
tor, are to be commended for their efforts in the implementation of new 
accounting software and in general overall development of administrative 
procedures within the Town offices. It has been our pleasure to participate 
in the process as needed, and we would be pleased to continue to provide 
our expertise and support to the Town’s continuing efforts. 

In this respect, we have some reservations with tax collection software 
being developed for the Town, in that it is difficult for the Collector to 
obtain required information from the system in usable form. We have 
discussed our concerns with the Town’s software vendor who intends to 
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correct the deficiencies in the system. We would be happy to assist manage- 
ment in overseeing this development. 


APPROVAL OF EXPENDITURES 

During the course of our audit, it came to our attention that $66,625 
was obligated against a $15,000 appropriation for new recycling facilities. 
Since funding for these appropriations came from the balance of Transfer 
Station Bond funds, this overage was not funded and could not be transfer- 
red from the General Fund. While, technically, the situation appears to 
be a violation of legal requirements, the error appears to be purely a 
technical one, in that management believes that even though the original 
$500,000 bond vote for the Transfer Station does not reflect it, it was the 
intention of the Town to use this money for overall development of the 
Transfer Station property, including recycling facilities. To correct the 
oversight, management intends to seek authorization at the upcoming Town 
Meeting to use remaining bond funds plus accumulated interest totaling 
approximately $75,625 for the recycling center project. 

We recommend that appropriation articles be written so they clearly 
reflect the Town’s intentions. 


TRUST FUNDS 
Investment of Funds 

As in the past, the Town Trusts have been invested in a number of 
passbook accounts. For greater investment opportunities and ease of record- 
keeping, the Trustees may wish to consider the consolidation of Trust in- 
vestment into a single common fund. 


Legal Investment 

In our prior management letter, we recommended conversion of 
Fidelity-Puritan Fund investments because they were not on the State Bank- 
ing Commission’s ‘‘Legal List.’’ Since that time and as of the List’s last 
publication in February 1, 1991, these investments are again acceptable. 
Therefore, our prior recommendation is no longer an issue and the Trustees 
may retain this investment, if desired. 

In order to be informed of investments on the ‘‘Legal List,’’ we recom- 
mend that the Trustees contact the State Banking Commission and ask to 
be placed on its mailing list.

All debt is general obligation debt of the Town, which is backed by 
its full faith and credit. 


Legal Debt Margin 


According to State Law, Town borrowing (exclusive of those excep- 
tions allowed under the provision of the Municipal Finance Act) may not 
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exceed one and seventy-five hundredths percent (1.75%) of the valuation 
of property based upon the applicable last locally assessed valuation of 
the municipality as equalized by the Commissioner of Revenue Administra- 
tion. At December 31, 1990, the Town of Loudon is using an equalized 
value of $177,649,554 and a legal debt margin of $3,108,867. 


Fund Equity 


Reserved for Encumbrances 

The General Fund reserve for encumbrances at December 31, 1990 
totals $76,939. 

The Capital Projects Fund reserve for encumbrances is as follows: 


Recycling Facilities and Equipment $12,200 


Reserved for Debt Service 

The $75,628 reserve for debt service represents $50,973 unexpended 
balance of Transfer Station bond proceeds plus accumulated interest earn- 
ings from the investment of these bond funds of $24,655. According to 
State Law, if this money is not reappropriated for another purpose, it must 
be used to pay off the principal of the bond. 


Reserved for Endowments 

The $78,146 reserved for endowments represents the balance of the 
Town’s Nonexpendable Trust Funds which must be held for investment 
or expended for specific purposes. 

The principal amount of all Nonexpendable Trust Funds is restricted 
either by law or by terms of individual bequests, in that only income earned 
may be expended. The Town’s Nonexpendable Trust Funds at December

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Last season proved to be another busy and productive year for the Town 
Road crew. Many major and minor projects were completed. 

Academy Brook and Staniels Road bridges were both rejuvenated this 
summer. Academy Brook received a new concrete deck and guard rail. 
The Staniels Road bridge deck was replaced with laminated pressure treated 
wood along with a combination wood and steel rail system. Minor spall- 
ing of other bridges in the Town were repaired. 

Ricker Road has been paved completely. Minor slope work will be 
required next spring. Oak Hill and Chichester Roads were shimmed and 
sealed. The tar section of Bumfagon Road was pulverized and penetrated. 
Next spring it will need a seal coat but far less maintenance will be required. 

Next year we will target School Street as a major road for maintenance 
which will include drainage, shimming and oiling. We also hope to do 
extensive slope, drainage, and clearing on gravel roads that our school 
buses travel. The roads of greatest concern are Currier Road, Old Shaker 
Road, Lovejoy Road and Batchelder Road. 

This year, at the Town Meeting, we need your support for the pur- 
chase of a new truck. It will replace our 1977 Chevy which has done the 
job in the past but because of its age and failing dependability, needs to 
be retired from steady plowing and hauling. 

Finally, we all know that circumstances evolving around National and 
World affairs are dictating our course for the upcoming year. Please note 
that our budget has reflected our economic situation. Only minor changes 
have and will be made to keep in line. 

I would like to thank our residents, crew, and Town Officials for what 
I would call a good year.

First we would like to thank the previous Solid Waste Committee, par- 
ticularly its Chairman, Mr. Glenn Chouinard. He led the town into a new 
era in its Solid Waste Disposal by the construction of the Transfer Station 
and the Regional Coop. in Penacook. This task required countless hours 
and a great deal of skill in attempting to satisfy the various state agencies, 
engineering firms and town requirements. All of this was completed suc- 
cessfully and somewhat under budget, with the Town remaining within 
its waste projections, thus avoiding additional costs. 

This past year also saw the start up of a Recycling Program with state 
assistance. We hope this program will not only be better for our environ- 
ment, but will reduce our solid waste disposal costs which affect all Loudon 
taxpayers. 

For this coming year a new Solid Waste ordinance will be coming into 
effect. The start of the next major phase of our disposal problem is the 
closure of the existing landfill site. This is a very critical and expensive 
undertaking which will require careful supervision and coordination in order 
to satisfy the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Science re- 
quirements. This will include the possible closure of the septage lagoon 
to protect the ground water from contamination. We anticipate spending 
the majority of our time on this project. 

The committee meets bi-weekly and appreciates your comments and 
suggestions.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 


This past year has proved to be an exciting and progressive year for 
the Recycling Committee. Our goal for the year was to construct the 
facilities to handle glass, paper, and aluminum beverage can recycling. 
With the support of the residents, Selectmen, and the State, we were able 
to build two new buildings for the purpose of recycling. In addition to 
the buildings we were also able to purchase a baler and a bobcat to assist 
with materials processing. The baler is expected to arrive by the end of 
February. 

Weare pleased to notify the residents of the town that we have received 
a ten thousand dollar grant to assist the town in paying for the recycling 
program. 

At this time we are collecting aluminum beverage cans as well as glass 
in three colors. We can expect to collect newspaper by the first of March. 
We are looking into corrugated cardboard. 

We have already collected over 1000 pounds of aluminum beverage 
cans. The town received $360.20 for these efforts. The town has also been 
able to receive revenue from its scrap metal program. 

The committee would like to express its gratitude for all the support 
and patience we have received this past year. We look forward to intensi- 
fying the recycling program and welcome any suggestions. If anyone has 
questions regarding the program they can contact the town offices, Daryle 
Hillsgrove, or Ruth Nadeau.

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LOUDON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1990 marked the SOth Anniversary of the Loudon Volunteer Fire 
Department. With funds raised during the preceding year, we celebrated 
with a parade and muster, puchased Department jackets for members and 
past chiefs, and concluded the year with a memorable banquet. Complemen- 
tary copies of the anniversary booklet are available at the town offices. 

Early in the year we erected another addition to the fire station so the 
newly-acquired aerial ladder truck could be housed. Specialized training 
on this apparatus continued throughout the year. 

Total department responses were 221, a decrease of 7.5% from last 
year, with slightly fewer motor vehicle accidents, chimney fires, and 
medical calls. This downward trend was reflected by most of the 18 towns 
in the Capital Area Mutual Aid Fire Compact. 

Average response time for fire calls was 4 minutes, 3.6 minutes for 
medical dispatches. 

Members spent extensive man hours standing by with apparatus at the 
major weekend events of the New Hampshire International Speedway. 

As with our fire prevention program at the Loudon Elementary School, 
we ask all townspeople to practice home fire prevention, which includes 
periodic chimney cleaning. Each home should have at least one smoke 
detector. For fire and medical emergencies in Loudon call 225-3355. 

This year we plan to purchase a new engine to replace 61M2, a 1972 
Ford pumper, as part of our ongoing program to replace 20-year old ap- 
paratus. We ask your support for this Article.

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LOUDON RESCUE SQUAD 1990 REPORT 


With the conclusion of 1990 and all of the 50th year Anniversary 
celebrations, the Rescue Squad finds itself building again. We are look- 
ing forward to another busy year. The time given by rescue squad volunteers 
is very precious. Most of the members have limited spare time due to the 
requirements of their families and jobs, thus making it sometimes difficult 
to make time for the required and seemingly endless trainings, certifica- 
tions, and recertifications necessary to stay licensed as a care provider. 
These pressures, along with the stress of what we do, make it necessary 
to constantly be adding and training new members. This year we again 
have some new members working toward certification as E.M.T.’s. I 
welcome them as well as anyone else who wishes to join us. 

Last year the Rescue Squad responded to 111 calls for assistance. For- 
tunately, not all of them were seriously life threatening. During 1990, we 
responded to 68 requests for medical aid, 10 of which were for cardiac 
related emergencies. We also responded to 37 motor vehicle accidents, 
one of which was a mass casualty incident. Prior training for manage- 
ment of this type of emergency enabled us to quickly handle all the 
patients in an orderly fashion. The opening of the New Hampshire Inter- 
national Speedway was expected to bring us more auto-related mayhem 
on Route 106 but surprisingly we didn’t really have any noticeable in- 
crease in automobile accidents. I hope that trend continues in 1991. 

The Loudon Rescue Squad thanks the Loudon Community for all of 
its support and pledges to continue to offer the best care it can. We will 
continue to look forward and train progressively in order to bring you the 
latest advances in pre-hospital emergency care.

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LOUDON PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During 1990 the Planning Board has experienced a slow down in sub- 
division applications, only acting on 9 applications which created a total 
of 15 new lots. This is quite a drop from 1987 when the board approved 
49 new lots, 1988 created 46 new lots and 1989 created 40 lots. However, 
there has been a dramatic increase in Site Development Applications. The 
board acted on 17 Site Development Applications during 1990 as com- 
pared to 8 in 1989 and 2 in 1988. 

The Site Development Application process gives the board an oppor- 
tunity to review and approve or disapprove site plans for the development 
and change or expansion of use of parcels for the non-residential uses or 
for multi-family dwellings. Depending on the nature of the application, 
the process can take anywhere from one meeting to several, with board- 
members always keeping in mind the health and safety of townspeople 
while reviewing the plans. Sometimes this takes many hours of delibera- 
tions and careful planning. 

Other projects the board completed this year were updating the Land 
Development Regulations and the Zoning Ordinance to include updated 
versions consisting of changes that have occurred since 1987. They are 
available at the Planning Board Office. The board also initiated the updating 
of the Master Plan at the end of 1990 which will continue throughout 1991. 

The board reviewed new Legislation pertaining to existing Excavation 
Sites in town. In accordance with NH RSA 155-E, as amended in 1989, 
owners or operators of existing excavation sites are required to file a report 
with the Planning Board within one year of notification. Among other 
things, the report will include reclamation plans. The notification process 
was initiated during 1990. 

The Planning Board meets the third Thursday of each month at 7:30 
pm at the Loudon Police Station in the village. If anyone wishes to be 
on the agenda for business they are welcome to contact the Planning Board 
Office at 798-4540, however the meetings are open to the public and anyone 
wishing to attend may do so. 

There are currently nine Planning Board Members, all of whom have 
dedicated many volunteer hours at Public Hearings, work sessions and 
site visits. I would like to take this opportunity to thank each one of them 
for their time and support during the past year. As Planning Board Chair- 
man and on behalf of the Board members, I would like to thank the residents 
of Loudon for their support and continued cooperation in contributing to 
making this board a success.

These include time, 
an interest in serving, impartiality, and a willingness to understand the 
process. The board currently consists of 6 members all of whom are 
appointed. 

‘The procedure to apply to the Zoning Board of Adjustment can be ob- 
tained at the Zoning Board Office located in the town offices on Village 
Road. The secretary to the board can be reached at 798-4540 for assistance 
with applications or any questions you may have. 

The board meets the fourth Thursday of each month at 7:30 pm at the 
Loudon Police Station. If you wish to be on the agenda to discuss business 
it is best to contact the office first; however, the meetings are open to 
the public and we urge you to attend.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Use of the library increased substantially in 1990 with 20% more books 
being taken out than in 1989. More people were using materials within 
the library also. Close to two thirds of the total circulation was in children’s 
fiction and nonfiction. On interlibrary loan requests, our library borrowed 
297 books and loaned out 9 of our own. 

In recent years, special attention had been given to improving the selec- 
tion in children’s materials in answer to the great demand. That goal has 
been achieved to the point where all areas of the book collection are being 
developed with equal attention. Sincere thanks to the many people who 
have given books to the library. More than a third of the new books this 
year were from gifts. Books not added to the collection are sold to generate 
more funds for book purchases. 

Work is being completed on the installation of a new heating system 
and carpeting as authorized by Town Meeting last year. The bidders who 
were given the contracts are Pittsfield Gas and Bailey’s Custom Carpets. 
The next building project will involve making more efficient use of the 
basement area. The new heating system has the capacity to heat not only 
the currently used space, but also the basement and the proposed addition. 

Sixty children completed the Summer Reading Program. Our thanks 
to the Loudon PTO, the Friends of the Library and the American Legion 
Post #88 for their contributions. Cooperation from the Loudon Grade 
School has promoted the use and enjoyment of the library, encouraged 
participation in its special programs and helped instill good reading habits. 
Many adults make their way to the library through the bequest of the young 
readers. 

The prospect of recession emphasizes the importance of the resources 
of a free public library. Volunteer efforts and support from many people 
throughout the year are greatly appreciated for their help in enhancing 
library services. Thank you for voting through our book budget last year.

LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Loudon Historical Society continued its efforts to build a solid 
organizational base. The Society held regular monthly meetings, except 
for January through March. However, we expect to meet year round at 
the Town Hall as the Town is presently installing a gas furnace for both 
the society’s use, and for other Town purposes. 

The Society made good progress in reproducing Volumn One 
(1773-1840) of our Town records. Throughout the year, both outside guests 
and our own members made special presentations on a variety of historical 
issues. Several oral histories of our senior citizens were recorded. We pur- 
chased a large display cabinet which serves as a starting point for ap- 
_ propriate and necessary furnishings. The Society has secured a large, 
upright safe within the Town Hall for storing sensitive documents and 
memorabilia. We wish to thank citizens who have already donated historical 
documents and other artifacts associated with Loudon and to encourage 
others who have appropriate items they would like to donate or loan to 
follow suit. 

In accordance with Article #13 of the 1989 Town Meeting, The Society 
was successful in having the Loudon Town Hall designated as an historic 
site, and officially listed in the National Register of Historic Places. Our 
consultant, after extensive research, provided the National Register with 
a voluminous nomination document, based on factual information regard- 
ing the Town Hall. Several procedural issues have arisen affecting the 
proper registration format. That matter is currently in the hands of the 
consultant and town counsel. 

The Loudon Historical Society is a town supported and funded organiza- 
tion. We welcome new members and guests.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission had a very busy year with two major 
projects requiring a great deal of inspection, and administrative time. The 
first major project was the Wetland Restoration work being done at the 
New Hampshire International Speedway. The work is under the supervi- 
sion of Norman Deau Assoc., an independent environmental science group, 
R. Bartlett Assoc., surveyors, and the New Hampshire Wetlands Board. 
To date the project has been very successful thanks to the cooperation of 
the owners and their consultants regarding the restoration plan approved 
by the State. We expect completion of this work by early summer. 

The other major endeavor the Commission has been involved in for 
the past three years is the Land Conservation Investment Program. This 
program seeks to protect a total of about 2,100 acres in the Town of Loudon 
and part of Pittsfield. To date, most of the survey work has been com- 
pleted with appraisals following very closely behind. We anticipate the 
completion of this project in the late spring of 1991. 

The Commission was also very actively involved with the Planning 
Board, and Zoning Board of Adjustment on the Contaminated Soils 
Processing Plant being proposed by Fillmore Industries. 

For the next year we anticipate undertaking the mapping and identify- 
ing of all major wetlands in town for protection, as well as continue working 
on the projects mentioned above. 

The Committee meets bi-weekly and welcomes your comments and 
suggestions.
